OUR TRAFFIC FATALITIES 

Andover has had another automobile accident with fatal re- 
sults. The death that followed the crash at Haverhill and High 
streets last week was the eighth fatality of the year, equalling 
the 1930 record, the worst in the town’s history. 


The place where the accident occurred is, in the opinion of 
Police Chief George A. Dane, the best marked intersection in 
the town. There is a yellow blinker overhead, ‘‘Stop’’ signs on 
both sides of High street, and crossroad markers on steep- 
graded Haverhill street. 


In none of these fatal accidents has a local driver been in- 
volved, but two Andover children have lost their lives. Police 
have been particularly active in their efforts to prevent ac- 
2 ; cidents.So far this year they have brought 125 defendants before 

| the local court, 25 in the Lawrence court, and have sent the 
names of about 150 violators of traffic laws to the registry of 
motor vehicles for action.

HITTING THE POCKETBOOK 


Along with the mobilization of men needed for the success of 
our arms in Korea a great amount of material will also be re- 
quired. The further threat of Russian inspired aggression break- 
ing out elsewhere is ever in the background as planners estimate 
it will take a long time and a major effort on the part of the Uni- 
ted Nations to win. 


In the meantime domestic problems gather momentum along 
with mobilization. The old story of rising prices and wages is 
forging to the forefront. On the basis of the U.S. bureau of labor 
and statistics living costs in June, just before Korea, stood at 
170.2 per cent of the 1935-39 level. By mid-July these costs 
were at about 172 on the index. Now, after still more increases, 
they are at the highest level in history. 


The costly necessities of military expenses piled on top of 
the extravagant peacetime government structure are hitting hard 
where it hurts most - the household pocketbook. The currency in 
that pocketbook is losing its value. Pressure is being put on 
congress to do something about it but there is disagreement as 

J to the best course to follow. 


It is our first responsibility to maintain armed forces adequate 
to the perpetuation of our liberty and our form of government. At 
the same time the planners in Washington should be made realize 
that they must put an end to inflationary policies and slash need- 
less non-military expenditures that add their load to the taxpay- 


ers’ burden.

The other morning at breakfast 
we figured out on the tablecloth 
thatthe government had just thrown 
another $400,000 down the drain. 
And at the same time spent what 
must have been a very sizeable 
sum on FBI boys junketing all 
around the countryside. Maybe the 
money was well spent. Or you 
might say that the government 
never really had the money to 
throw away. Some would say that 
morals had been preserved. But 
that all depends on the point of 
view. 

The FBI had just nabbed nine 
men between Beverly Hills and 
Utica, and proudly destroyed 
$2,000,000 worth of unsold lottery 
tickets. By our own count we-™ 
estimated that twenty percent of 
two million is roughly four hun- 
dred thousand. And the government 
could have collected that tidy sum 
very painlessly. Just sold the 
tickets and charged the winners 
one fifth of their take. But that 
would perhaps not be respectable. 

The line between respectability 
and the shabby is a little difficult 
to draw. The average citizen likes 
a bet now and again. If he goes to 
the pari-mytmel window then it’s 
proper and legal. But if he does 
the same thing inless ostentatious 
fashion he’s running afoul of the 
law. One solution would be to 
legalise certain kinds of bets 
through the government window. 
It can be done. 


Government Taxation— 
And Painless! 


A few weeks ago we saw a 
magnificent ballet performance 
for a dollar and a half in a modem 
air-conditioned theater fitted with 
seats that were built for comfort 
and stage visibility. The theater 
was financed entirely on the pro- 
ceeds of a state lottery. The 
Parisians got a fine theater, and 
many a Frenchman made several 
thousand francs on a dollar or two 
outlay. We got interested in the 
matter and decided to make a few 
enquiries. To. our surprise we 
found out that the lotteryin France 
has had a career dating back 
several centuries, and that many 
a famous public building owes its 
beginning to a lottery.

to his word he had it built~quite 
painlessly from merely a portion 
of the funds derived from three 
state lotteries. Similarly the Ecole 
Militaire, to train gentlemen in q 
military career, was built quickly 
from the proceeds of another state 
lottery. And the famous Hotel- 
Dieu, one of France’s oldest 
hospitals, started in the same 
humble way. 

The present Loterie Nationale 
was instituted in 1933 to finance 
ex-Servicemen’s pensions. In later 
years the money was used to sub 
sidize industry in former German 
Alsace-Lorraine, and for charitable 
purposes. Today the whole pn- 
ceeds, minus the cash prizes, go 
to the general budget. The price 
of a weekly ticket is roughly two 
dollars and a half, or the tenth of 
a ticket for thirty cents, retailed 
by government licensed agents, 
For the full ticket the first prize 
is somewhere around $43,000, or 
on a five-dollar ticket the hand- 
some retum of $64,000. From time 
to time a super ‘‘tranche’’ or slice 
offers a chance to pick up sore 
really sizeable rewards, 


Prizes On Government Bonds 


Monthly lottery day in Sweden 
brings out the police for special 
duty. No riots, merely queues 
lined up outside the stores author 
ized to sell the state lottery 
tickets at two and a half dollars 
a time. The buyers get several 
hundred chances at prizes ranging 
from the lowly five-spot up toa 
cool twenty-thousand dollars— all 
minus the state’s take of twenty 
percent which goes into the ger 


eral budget. 
Unlike the United States govem- 
ment, the Swedish authorities 


waste very little money on adver- 
tising the sale of government 
bonds. For the price of a bond the 
buyer is entitled to a chance on 
yearly prizes for the holder of the 
lucky bond numbers. More bonds, 
more chances. _ 

This looks like a pretty sensible 
approach to a practical problem, 
The FBI isn’t going to stop galr 
bling however much they rm 
around the country. The average 
fellow likes to place an occasion- 
al bet, and he’d certainly rather 
do it above board than to some 
petty thug on a street corner. In 
Furope the government uses the 
word ‘‘raffles’? which is much 
politer than ‘*gambling,’’ many 4 
crook is eliminated, and quite a 
few citizens get the cash to buy 
a boat or go on a fishing tp. 
Those who don’t win the first 
time cheerfully subscribe 10 
government expenses, and wait for 
the next tum of the wheel. It 
seems to us that the lottery 154 
pretty close relation to good old 
private enterprise.
